INSTITUTE OBJECTIVES 


GENERAL INFORMATION 


This two-day educational meeting will feature 
concurrent sessions on high-speed photographic 
instrumentation and industrial photographic production 
techniques. 

Ses sion A is intended for engineers concerned 
with the application of photo-optical instrumentation 
and will provide the background required to judge the 
accuracy, registration and information obtainable 
from each part of the measurement system. 

A workshop will cover, in turn, lighting and ex¬ 
posure selection, material choice and experiment 
planning as part of the total information gathering 
system. Further special attention will be provided 
for the techniques of data reduction and analysis, 
and holography. 

Session B for in-plant and free-lance industrial 
photographers, is an integrated course on the latest 
principles of modern still and motion picture photog¬ 
raphy and production techniques including such 
topics as lighting, materials, optics, cameras, pro¬ 
duction planning and execution, budgeting, and 
processing laboratory relations. Actual demonstra¬ 
tions will be given where it is feasible. 



A registration fee of $50.00 should accompany 
each application for enrollment. This fee will cover 
the cost of the course, materials, two lunches, break 
refreshments and the evening dinner on Thursday, 
but not the cost of a room. 

Although those in attendance may attend portions 
of either session, please indicate a session of pri¬ 
mary interest on the application blank. 

Mr. William G. Hyzer’s recent book, Engineering 
and Scientific High-Speed Photography by Macmillan 
($15.00), is a recommended text for Session A. A 
limited number will be available for purchase at the 
University Bookstore. 

All sessions of the Institute will be held in the 
comfortable meeting rooms of the Wisconsin Center 
building located at 702 Langdon. Detailed maps of 
the campus and hotel information will be sent to 
registrants. 

Visitor parking is limited. Areas assigned to 
University staff who pay parking fees do not permit 
visitor parking. Free daytime parking is available 
to registrants in Area 60 located west of the campus 
at the intersection of Walnut Street and Linden Drive. 
There is a University bus service (10$) approximately 
every two or three minutes from this lot to within 
one block of The Wisconsin Center. Also, one block 
distant, between State Street and University Avenue, 
opposite the Extension Building, there is the four- 
deck municipal Lake Street ramp with metered public 
parking (up to 10 hours).
